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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants' election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1-20, filed on 2/13/06 is 
acknowledged. 

The Restriction mailed on 1/13/06 has been carefully reviewed and is held to be proper. 
Moreover Applicants did not distinctly and specifically point out any error in the Restriction 
Requirement. Accordingly, Claims 21-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

The Restriction filed on 1/13/06 is hereby made Final . 

Since Applicants 1 Amendment (filed 2/13/06) has added new claims (Claims 33-44) 
which then necessitate new ground(s) of Restriction presented in this Office action. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U. S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a method for forming at least one portion of a compound 
material formed from elements of an initial material and of a material within an 
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electronic circuit, classified in class 29, subclass 852; 

II. Claims 33-44, drawn to a method for forming at least one portion of a compound 
material formed from elements of a semiconductor material and of a material 
within an electronic circuit, classified in class 29, subclass 847. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method for forming at least one portion of a compound material formed 
from elements of an initial material and of a material within an electronic circuit as recited in 
Group I does not require a semiconductor bar thereof, as required by Group II. The 
subcombination, Invention II, has separate utility such as depositing a temporary material. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
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separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. If applicants elect the invention of Group II, Claim 44 needs to be amended or cancelled 
because this is "article" Claim, which is dependent on "method" Claim 33; therefore it does not 
further limit the claimed invention of independent Claim 33. 

6. A telephone call was made to Andre M. Szuwalski (214-855-4795) on 4/14/06 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.

1.48(b)and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i).
